STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
[L. S.] 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead, in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town hall, in 
said Hampstead, on Tuesday the twelfth day of March next at g 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

'1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for the same. 

3. To see what sums of money the Town will raise to 
keep highways in repair and what method they will adopt to 
expend the same. 

4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money for the use of the Town. 

5. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to pay the expenses of the Public Library 
for the ensuing year. : 

6. Tosee what sum of money the Town will raise or 
appropriate for the support of schools in excess of the amount 
required by law. 
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7. To see what sums of money the Town will raise or 
appropiate for the observance of Memorial Day and what 
method they will adopt to expend the same. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not exceeding one hundred dollars to repair the fence 
around the cemetery in West Hampstead and make other 
necessary repairs, and what method they will adopt to expend 
the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to procure, if possible, a 
cabinet size photograph of all men who who enlisted as sol- 
diers from Hampstead in the Civil War, and have the same 
placed in a glass covered frame and put in oneof the Public 
Buildings for safe keeping, and to pass any other vote, that 
may be necessary, relating thereto. 

10. To hear the reports of agents and auditors, and act 
thereon.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


A suitable moulding has been placed upon the walls of 
the building. The work at the Library has been carried on in 
about the usual way. 

The Trustees acknowledge the following gifts to the — 

Library : 

Twenty-nine books, and fourteen magazines from Mrs. E. 
S. Coaker, of Manchester. 

History of United States, Clarence M. Edgerly, Meat 
chester. 

State papers, Addresses and Poems, Ae Mrs. Moody 
Currier of Manchester. 

Hours of Rest, Miss Harriette E. Noyes, Hampstead. 

Also a life-size picture of Capt. Amos Buck, by his son 
William E. Buck of Manchester. 

We have added new books, and replaced old books worn 
out by constant use, that these books, that are appreciated 
may be continued upon our shelves. 

The trustees thought it best at the opening of the year 
to increase the efficiency of the reading room by adding a 
few more magazines and papers, a careful selection was made; 
but after a year’s trial we find the expense is not justified, 
and the number will be decreased another year, although your 
trustees believe the time will come when the public will de- 
mand a well-equipped reading room. 
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The circulation of books the past year is the largest in 
the history of the Library; more than 630 larger than any 
previous year. 

The trustees are pleased to learn from the Librarian that 
our new books have fully satisfied the reading public. We 
are glad to learn of the increased circulation in East and 
West Hampstead, and would recommend that if the purpose 
of the Library would serve the people in the more remote 
‘districts ‘of the town better, that they select some person in 
such districts, subject to the approval of the Trustees to be 
responsible to the Librarian, for books, that the people may 
desire to take out, and yet do not find it convenient to come 
to the Library in person. The Trustees and Librarian are 
your servants to make our Library just as serviceable to the 
largest number as possible. Any suggestions in behalf of 
the increased usefulness of the Library, or any one desiring 
to have books not now in the Library placed upon the shelves 
for circulation or reference will receive a courteous considera- 
tion.

SCHOOL REPORT.

The School Board were chosen at the last annual meeting 
a committee to have charge of the repairs of the school build-. 
ings. We were well aware that the school buildings were in 
need of repairing, but had no idea they were in as bad con- 
dition as we found them to be. 3 : 

It was found necessary to shingle the building in Dist. 
No. 1, paint it on the outside and repair it somewhat in- 
inside. In No. 2 new outhouses and vaults were built, gutters 
were placed on the building and curtains with fixtures were: 
placed inside ; it was also found necessary to do considerable 
grading around the building. 

In No. 3 the sheds were raised, repaired and new vaults 
built, floor of the piazza relaid and the building painted on the 
outside. In No. 4 new curtains and fixtures were placed in 
position. 

In No. 6 it was found absolutely necessary to build a new 
chimney, shingle and paint the buildings. 

In No. 7 a new fence was built around the build- 
ing. 

We think the school buildings are now in good repair,. 
with the exception of the walls and ceilings in Dist. No. 3. 
This building should be newly plastered. New maps, Arith- 
metics and Lessons in English have been placed in all the 
schools. Some other new books are needed and will, without. 
doubt, be obtained next year. Weare sorry to announce the 
resignation of Arthur M. Emerson from the School Board.

His sound advice and good judgement have been a benefit to 
the district. 

A year ago the district adopted the supervisory district 
plan, and united with Salem and Fremont. It was found to 
be impossible to get this plan in working order until Septem- 
ber. After getting well under way the Supt., J. S. Richard- 
son handed in his resignation which was promptly accepted. 
It was then necessary to appoint a new Superintendent. 

After careful investigation we selected Edgar E. Hulse 
of Tilton, N. H. Mr. Hulse is a conscientious worker and is 


very acceptable to the School Board. We feel that the super- 


-visory district plan has not had a fair trial, but we are pleased 
to report that even under adverse circumstances it has been a 
benefit to our schools. ‘The Supt. of Public Instruction visited 
some of the schools in the district a short time ago and was 
surprised to find all uur schools but one supplied with organs. 
That reminds us that we are in need of a teacher of music. 
We notice but few of the parents names inscribed as visitors 
in our registers. The interest manifested in the schools by 
the parents is noticeable in the child. The attendance of 
pupils has been only fair. This may be accounted for, in a 
great measure, on account of sickness. The teachers have 
been satisfactory to the School Board and seem anxious and 
willing to help the cause of education in the district.

HampsteaD, February gth, 1got. 


In view of the new health laws and the consequent 
expense to the town, the Board of Health have thought it 
best to give a short report of their duties this year for the 
benefit of the tax payers. 

There has been so much discussion in regard to the 
quarantining of houses, (and the Board feeling more or less 
uncertainty, ) it was decided that one of their number should 
attend the meeting of the State Board at Concord, where the 
matter was discussed at length and a better understanding of 
the meaning of the law obtained. 

Two families have come under the reading of the new 
law of receiving help, and the bills are reported elsewhere. 

Your Board found one well in the east part of the town, 
which in their judgment was a source of contagion to the 
owners. Analysis by Prof. Angell, proved their judgment 
correct. . 

The mild’nature of the diseases this year has made it 
impossible to guard wholly against them, but the Board have 
used their best endeavors, and take this opportunity to thank 
the parents and the people of the town for their very general 
courtesy and help.
